July 1C.—The new cruiser 


Minneapolis anchored oft Boston Light 
nbont 1:30 o'clock Saturday afternoon, 
tho proud holder of the world's record 
for speed of a warship. Two hours 
later the party who had enjoyed the 
distinction of being present on the 
fastest warship in tho world landed in 
liostou. 


The requirements of tho contract 


were that she should make 21 nautical 
miles per hour, and for each quarter of 
a knot above that figure the firm of 
Cramp & son, builders, were to receive 
the sum of 550,000, Hence, when the 
five members of the Cramp family, 
who were present on the trip, saw the 
big anchor drop out of sight in the 
water at tho close of tho trial, they 
had the satisfaction of knowing that 
they were S-102,500 richer than when, a 
few hours before, they embarked upon 
the exemplification of tho naval archi- 
tects' art. 


At 8 o'clock the new cruiser started 


for Capo Ann, where she was to begin 
her journey of nearly 83 nautical miles 
for fame and money. The boat passed 
lioston Light at 6:31 and soon after the 
forced draughtwaspnt on mid tho ship 
speeded to the starting pointas though 
imbued with a knowledge that she was 
expected to do something never before- 
accomplished. 


As she crossed tho lino of tho first 


mark the engines were credited with 
making 12-1 revolutions a minute aud 
the boilers with ISO pounds of stcaro. 
llespite tho speed at which she was 
going it was remarked how littlevibra- 
tions wus noticeable. Still the great 
ship sped on and when she reached tlio 
buoy off the armored cruiser New York 
the time was 9:50:no and the time taken 
i<i run the two and nearly one half 
miles wus fl:'J2, or at tho rate of B2:23 
nautical miles. 


The freight steamer Forn was tho 


next stake boat, and the distance be- 
tween the New York and the Fern was 
ti.iili miles, and it was 10:011:03 when 
Lieut. Drake, on tho after transit 
station, announced that sho had crossed 
the line, malting the distance in 18:M, 
or lit the rate of 21.13 miles. Between 
the I-'orn and tho United Stiilcs tug 
Fortune was the same distance as be- 
tween the New York and the Fern and 
this log was nnule in the remarkably 
fast time of 111 minutes and .15 seconds, 
or at the rate of 23.71 nautical miles.

Hut if hliKid oozes out of \t before the 
hair is planted the hole will not be 
used that day for fear of inllamuiation 
and not sutVieient nutriment for the 
h:*ir to take root- This operation is re- 
peated until every hnir in the eye- 
brows is replanted or enlr.r^ed.
